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A Real Settlement. 


The haste with which the Government 
has embarked on a mid-war settlement of 
the Irish question has had its natural 
sequel of confusion and misunderstanding. 
The vital question at issue in Mr. Lloyd 
George's proposals is the exclusion of six 
Ulster counties from the authority of a 
Home Rule Parliament. On this point, 
at least, misunderstanding ought to have 
been impossible. The Ulster Unionist 
Council was in conference for many 
hours. Sir Edward Carson laid Mr. 
Lloyd George’s terms before it with, as 
we may presume, all the careful and cogent 
clearness which has made him famous 
at the Bar. The Council accepted Mr. 
Lloyd George s terms on the understand- 
ing that they meant definite exclusion. 
Unionist Ulster and the Ulster Unionist 
Press have endorsed the acceptance of 
permanent exclusion. It is almost in- 
credible that Sir Edward Carson can have 
been deceived by the Government. It is 
utterly incredible that Sir Edward Carson 
can have deceived the Ulster Unionist 
Council. Mr. Redmond, however, has 
told his party that Mr. Lloyd George's 
terms involve only. the temporary exclu- 
sion of the six Ulster counties, and it is 
this issue which will be presented within 
the next few days to the two Nationalist 
Conventions. Mr. Redmond can now 
claim the important authority of the 
Prime Minister for his reading of Mr. 
Lloyd George s terms. In his speech at 
Ladybank yesterday Mr. Asquith said that 
the proposed settlement will be merely 
provisional—will come up for reconsidera- 
tion at the end of the war, when the whole 
fabric of the Empire will have to be re

Asquith spoke yesterday, the splendid part 
of which they believe her to be capable. 
It is just because they desire a lasting 
settlement, and have high hopes for their 
country, that they regret Mr. Lloyd 
George’s present experiment. At the 
outset they knew it to be untimely, and 
events have confirmed their fears. Mr. 
Asquith said yesterday that the history of 
Ireland affords a tragic series of missed 
or misused opportunities. We believe 
that a great opportunity is being misused 
now—or, rather, that it may be lost in a 
rash attempt to use it prematurely. Mr. 
Asquith said quite truly that, when he 
came to Ireland last month, he found all 
decent Irishmen anxious to prevent a re- 
currence of civil strife after the war. A 
wise Government would have fostered and 
protected that spirit until the moment 
came when it could safely be used to in- 
form a sound scheme of conciliation. lí 
the Government had waited until the end 
of the war, its efforts as a peacemaker 
would have received invaluable assistance 
from the returned Irish soldiers who had 
fought side by side in Flanders and the 
Fast. An attempt is now L«ing made to 
force a temporary settlement apart from 
this healing influence, and in the face of 
a vast amount of smouldering disloyalty 
and hatred, Political passions which 
ought to have received no sort of en- 
couragement have been stimulated. To-day 
Unionist Ulster will feel that it has been 
trapped. Southern Unionists feel that all 
their loyalties have been rewarded with 
neglect. Nationalist Ireland is divided 
into two camps: Mr. Lloyd George has 
created a situation which compels Mr. 
Redmond to fight for his political exist- 
ence. We do not believe that any arrange- 
ment which can be contrived now will 
repair all this mischief. The Govern- 
ment has crystallised problems which it 
ought to have kept in solution. Ireland's 
immediate need was firm and honest ad- 
ministration. It would have prepared 
the way for that real settlement which Mr. 
Lloyd George’s experiment, even if it suc- 
ceeds, cannot fail to compromise. 

It is strange that southern Unionists 
have not taken any effective measures 
to put their position and their views before 
the Government and the country. The 
Ulster Unionist Council has spoken for 
Unionist Ulster. Nationalist opinion 
will find expression at the forthcoming 
Conventions. The southern Unionists 
alone are silent, and their silence injures 
them in at least two ways. It suggests 
that they have no desire to help Ireland to 
a genuine settlement. It permits the 
Government to ignore the considerable in- 
fluence which they must always wield in 
Ireland through their wealth, industry, and 
education. We are convinced that the Union- 
ists of the south and west are ready to 
play a large part in any wise and just re- 
constitution of Irish affairs. They will 
be, indeed, an indispensable factor in the 
making of such a future as an Imperial 
Conference may suggest for Ireland. 
Surely the time has come when, in justice 
to themselves and their children, they. 
should claim their rights, assert their in- 
fluence, and refuse to be left without a 
voice in their country’s welfare. Southern 
Unionists dislike and distrust Mr. Lloyd 
George’s proposals. They believe that 
settlement should be deferred until the 
end of the war, and that, in the mean- 
while, law and order should be main- 
tained under a fair and firm administra- 
tion. They are ready, as we are con- 
vinced, to confront all the problems of 
settlement, when they arise, with loyal 
and generous minds. In November, 1915, 
a great meeting of southern Unionists was 
held in Dublin, and was addressed by Mr. 
Bonar Law and Sir Edward Carson. It 
was, as we wrote at the time, “as large 
and enthusiastic as any of the recent in- 
door meetings in Ulster. It was larger 
and more enthusiastic than the Nationalist 
reception of Mr. Asquith in the capital 
of Nationalist Ireland.” The need of ex- 
pression for the views of southern Union- 
ists is even more urgent now than it was 
then. We believe that, if a similar meet- 
ing were held without delay in Dublin, it 
would have an immediate and wholly use- 
ful effect on the present situation. For 
the splendid reason that many thousands 
of southern Unionists are now fighting at 
the front, such a meeting could not be 
fully representative of the Unionist in- 
terests of the three provinces. It would 
prove, however, that southern Unionists 
are not content to be pawns in a game in 
which their all is at stake, that they de- 
mand justice, and that they are ready to 
repay justice with an unselfish and high- 
hearted patriotism. 


The Economic Conference. 


The Economic Conference of the Allies 
was formally opened in Paris yesterday 
by the French Premier, M. Briand. It 
proposes to complete the work begun at 
the greater Conference which was held at 
the end of March. That Conference 
reached a comprehensive agreement upon 
diplomatic and military questions, and 
delegated to the present Conference the 
task of “putting into practice in the 
economic domain the Allied Governments’ 
solidarity of views and intereste. After 
the first plenary meeting the Conference 
will split into committees charged with 
drafting reports on special questions 
which will be submitted later to 
the whole Conference. There are, as 
M. Briand indicated yesterday, three 
main subdivisions of the work which 
the Economic Conference is to dis- 
charge. In the first place, it must devise 
means for the more effective employment 
of economic pressure upon the enemy as 
an actual instrument of winning the war. 
The measures under this head will be both 
offensive and defensive. In the sphere of 
offence it is understood that the French 
delegates, in particular, are anxious that 
the blockade of Germany shall be still 
more rigidly enforced, or even that a 
formal blockade shall be substituted for 
the present system. In the sphere of de- 
fence the Allies must attempt to achieve 
the same unity of organisation and eco- 
nomic effort as the enemy Empires possess. 
The delegates will deal with such ques- 
tions as the “pooling” of shipping, the 
production and control of metals, the more 
effective regulation of the sale and pur- 
chase coal and other war provisions i ’ 
and the difficulties of the international 
money exchanges. In the next place, the

These difficulties, however, exist 
to be overcome. It is not the function 
the Conference to negotiate anything in 
the shape of a commercial treaty; its 
powers are limited to discussion and ex- 
ploration. The Allies are absolutely 
united in their objects. They are resolved 
that there shall be an end of that “ peace- 
ful penetration” by which the Germans 
very nearly succeeded in reducing all 
Europe to the condition of economic 
slavery to which they had reduced Russia, 
with the disastrous results that emerged 
in the first year of the war. United as 
they are upon this object, the Allies will 
surely discover the appropriate means to 
secure it—possibly, as the French suggest, 
by a Customs union with a differential 
tariff which shall be enforced against the 
Central Empires for a certain number of 
years until they cease to regard trade as 
a legitimate method of warfare. In the 
Conference s research for this guarantee 
of peace the British Empire will speak 
with a united voice. We may be sure that 
there will be no lack of vigorous and sug- 
gestive contributions to the discussion 
from Mr. Bonar Law, Sir George Foster, 
and Mr. Hughes. 


Control of Liquor Traffic. 


The Central Control. Beard, the body 
which was set up under the Munitions 
Act to control liquor traffic in munitions 
areas, will begin to-day negotiations for 
the purchase of the licensed houses and 
breweries in Carlisle and its neighbourhood. 
It is understood that the scheme, will in- 
clude about 360 licensed public-houses and 
four breweries. Some of the public- 
houses, no doubt, will be closed, and 
model refreshment houses for the sale of 
food and non-intoxicants will be put up in 
their place. Carlisle is a large town, and 
the district is populous. The Board’s scheme 
is of special interest on that account, for 
direct control of the liquor traffic by the 
State has never before been undertaken on 
such a scale. In scheduled areas, of 
course, the Central Control Board has 
exercised very drastic powers by way of 
regulations, but State purchase is a 
different matter. The progress of the 
scheme will be watched with keen interest 
by temperance societies. A sharp cleavage 
exists among them concerning the merits 
of State control. Fresh materials of 
controversy have been found, first in the 
suppression of vodka and spirits in 
Russia; then in Mr. Lloyd George's 
speeches last year, and the White Paper 
on drinking on the Clyde and Tyne and in 
other munitions areas; and, finally, in 
the recent operations of the Central Con- 
trol Board. Advocates of State action 
claimed the Tsar’s rescript as a point in 
support of their views; but, on the other 
hand, evidence has been produced to show 
that the State monopoly of vodka in 
Russia, apart from the ease with which it 
enabled the traffic in spirits to be abolished 
at a stroke, was an evil rather than a 
benefit. It has been said that the traffic, 
both in extent and in the conditions under 
which it was conducted, was worse under 
the State than it was formerly in other 
hands. Again, the results of the adminis- 
tration of licensed houses by the Central 
Control Board in a small district in Scot- 
land have been strongly condemned by the 
local Presbyterian minister. Some re 
formers demand that State interference 
shall become still more drastic; others 
have a hearty distrust of it in any shape.

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BISHOP O’CALLAGHAN, 


The Most Rev. Thomas Alphonsus O’Cal- 
lazhan, D.D., Roman Catholic Bishop of Cork, 
died on Tuesday morning at his residence, 
Farranferris, Cork, after a long illness. Ex- 
pressions of respect and condolence were 
uttered at several public boards in Cork yes- 
terday. Dr. U Callaghan was a member of 
an old Cork family, which in the early por- 
tion of the last century wag intimately asso- 
ciated with the commercial life of Cork. The 
son of Michael O'Callaghan, he was born on 
the 9th May, 1839, and obtained his ear! 
education at the Christian Brothers School. 
Cork. His life’s work began when he joined 
the Dominican Order at the age of 18, and 
pooventind a year later to their novitiate in

It is understood here that martial !aw 
is to continue in Ireland until it is seen 
whether a settlement can be arrived at 
with regard to the future government of 
the country. The military authorities, in 
common with rms eas le, are of opinion 
that there are considerable stores of small 
arms still concealed about the country, 
and until these are given up it would be 
unsafe to return to civil government. If 
the Nationalist leaders wish to bring about 
a return to former conditions, they should 
endeayour to secure that all arms are 
surrendered. 

The German attacks on Verdun con- 
tinue, and the enemy is now showing a 
renewed impetuosity. It is probably not 
generally realised that the Germans are 
aow only three-and-a-quarter miles from 
the city of Verdun, and this probably 
accounts for their loss of patience. It 
may be recognised that the German Head- 
quarters Staff now consider that it is abso- 
lutely necessary that Verdun should be 
taken in order to counter the effect of the 
Russian advance in the Central Empires 
and in neutral countries. This makes it 
evident that the French have a serious 
ordeal before them in the immediate 
future. It has always been recognised 
that the Germans might get Verdun if 
they paid a sufficient price in men, since 
it will not pay the Allies to sacrifice 
armies uselessly. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, that Verdun will not fall. 

The German General Staff is beginning 
to take the Russian advance seriously. 
This evening s communiqué speaks of the 
Russians being completely repulsed in the 
Baronovitch sector, which lies between the 
Niemen and the Pripet Marshes. The 
Germans say that hereabout the Russians 
have commenced the offensive. If they 
have, von Hindenburg will be unable to 
send reinforcements to the south-east. But 
it 18 not at all unlikely that von Hinden- 
burg is himself making a diversion in this 
direction. At any rate, it would be as 
well to wait a ne Áá and see what happens 
before drawing any wide deductions from 
the news which reaches us from Berlin.

the exchange of their products, and the re 
distribution of these on the world’s markets 
The war has manifestly shown to what kind 
of economic slavery it was being endeavoured 
to bring us. The evil was already very great 
Our enemies had very nearly succeeded, but 
our immense sacrifices will not be in vain 
if we know how to assure the economic libera 
tion of the world, and to restore healthy 
commercial methods by full co-operation 
among the Allies. To accomplish this we 
ought resolutely to open fresh paths, by the 
unification and co-ordination of. our various 
actions. and to strike a blow at the vitals of 
the industrial activity of our enemies. It 
will also be necessary to proceed with the 
economic restoration wf the various countries 
which are victims of hostile occupation. For 
that purpose, the Allies, acting together, 

have to exact exceptional measures of defence, 
protection, and compensation at the expense 
of the vanquished enemy. Finally, we shall 
have to organise the internal management of 
our economic allhance against the common 
danger This meeting of representatives. 
whose experience in every sphere is so great, 
is to-day a stronger guarantee than all the 
necessary decisions which will be taken.

THE FIGHT FOR 
CZERNOVITZ. 


(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIAL.) 
Yesterday's Petrograd comm unique :—~ 
Western Front—Along the whole front, 
from the southern. part of Plessie to the 
Rumanian frontier, our troops are still push- 
ing the enemy back. In the course of the 
day yesterday we captured twenty officers 
and 6,000 men, six guns, ten machine guns, 
any many cases of ammunition 

The total figures of booty and prisoners cap- 
tured since the beginning of the operations 
are :'— 


1,720 officers. 

About 120,000 men. 
130 guns. 

260 machine guns. 

Many enemy elements were completely dis- 
organised, to judge from the fact that in the 
fighting from the 6th inst. to the 1)th inst. 
the troops of General Steherbatchoff captured 
in a comparatively small sector 414 officers, 
17,000 men, 29 guns, 34 machine guns, and 
56 cases of ammunition, as well as other war 
material. 

Reports have come through that the enemy 
left behind in various spots so much diverse 
war material that it is impossible, in the 
short space of time, to determine the amount. 
Thus at one point: the enemy abandoned 
material sufficient for the construction of 
thirty versts of field railway. 

On the road to Viadimir-Volkynsk the 
enemy is offering a desperate resistance, and 
fierce fighting is in progress. 

West of Dubno our troops advanced be 
yond the village of Demidovka, and captured 
the village of Kozine yesterday. On the right 
bank of the Strypa we drove the enemy back,

(;erman airmen in the past few days have 
undertaken far-reaching enterprises against 
the railway behind the Russian front. Several 
troop trains were stopped and railway build- 
ings were destroyed. 


The Times correspondent at sucharest 
states the Russians are rapidly advancing on 
Czernovitz, where panic prevails. 

The Russians now hold the Dniester be- 
tween the frontier and a position considerably 
westward of the confluence of the Strypa and 
the Dniester. There were but small Russiag 
losses involved in forcing the Dniester owing 
to brilliantly skilful tactics. 

The Austrians, in a communiqué, relating 
to the Russian claims, admit that in the 
course of the retreating movements it is im- 
possible to avoid leaving many wounded and 
unwounded soldiers in the enemy s hands, but 
assert that the numbers so left do not 
reach the figures stated by the Russians. 

The German Press continues to show un 
easiness at the Russian offensive The 
Koelnische Zeitung. in its commMent on the 
situation, savs it lies in the nature of the 
case that the Austro-Hungarman losses have 
been appreciable, but it considers the figures 
given by Russia as unmeasured exaggera- 
tion It believes that at Lutsk there are in. 
dications that a standstill has been reached, 
but adds that one would do better to await 
news before forming a judgment of the posi- 
tion.

THE EMPIRE TO BE 


REFASHIONED AFTER WARK. 


Mr. Asquith having paid s tribute to Lord 
Kitchener’s great services, and reviewed the 
military and the naval position, at Ladybank 
yesterday, said :—Gentlemen, there is. one 
other topic, and one only, to which 1 think it 
is opportune this afternoon to advert. The

Botha—(cheers)—and General Smuts have con 
ducted, and are conducting, for the Empire, 
with the utmost skill and tenacity, masterly 
campaigns. 

Gentlemen, with such an Imperial re: 
cord, it will never be possible, in my jud¢ 
ment, to revert to our old methods of 
counsel, and of government. (Applause.) 
The fabric of the Empire will have to be 
refashioned, and the relations not only 
between Great Britain and Ireland, but 
between the United Kingdom, and our 
Dominions, will of necessity be brought, 
and brought promptly, under close and 
connected review. Sach, at least, is my 
own opinion, and I respectfully commend 
this consideration to my countrymen, Doth 
in this island and in Ireland.

GENERAL FRIEND’S FAREWELL, 

An extension of the Y.M.C.A. hut at the 
Curragh was opened yesterday by Major-General 
I. B. Friend, C.B., im the presence of a large 
company. 

The hut is at the Rath Camp, and the exten- 
sion is intended for the exclusive use of the 
cadets in the camp. It is roomy and bright, 
and is provided with a bar, a post office, and 
a piano. Adjoining it is a smal) room for minor 
meetings and other functions. The extension 1s 
the gift of Messrs. Jacob and a lady who wishes 
to remain anonymous, 

Lord Langford (President of the City of Dub- 
lin Y¥.M.C.A.) occupied the chair. 

After the Dean of Kildare had offered prayer, 

The Chairman said that walking through the 
camp he recalled his experience of a Curragh 
camp forty-six years ago, when he was quartered 
there as a Guardsman. He lived, with others, 
in a little wooden hut, very uncomfortable, and 
eccupied to a large extent by rats. Beyond the 
material improvements which had since been 
effected, more care was now taken for the 
soldier's welfare. He was better fed and better 
housed. The Y.M.C.A. was doing splendid work 
in providing in the -United Kingdom, in the 
Colonies, and in the field of war places where 
young men would always receive welcome and 
help. It was insistence upon the importance of 
its Christian aspect that the work of the Asso- 
ciation had been so successful. 

Mr. Wm. Wright, National Secretary, re- 
marked that the Territorial camps in England 
before the war gave the Association training 
for their work among soldiers, and when war 
broke ont the Y.M.C.A. came promptly to the 
front. They had tried to do their bit all over 
Ireland. They recognised how great and press- 
ing was the need of men living under such 
abnormal conditions for recreation free from 
Farmful association. In Iseland there were 
something like forty centres. That hut spoke 
for ‘itself. in conelusion. he must allude to 
what mid-Ireland owed to Mr. Henry O'Connor, 
General Secretary, who had done yeoman ser- 
vice. They owed. much. to his splendid leader- 
ship, and they also recognised the inyaluable 
service received from a great staff of paid 
workers. and a great band of honorary workers, 
who had helped magnificently. 

Major-General Friend, declaring the extension 
open, remarked that he had found the original 
hut so popular and doing so much good that he 
thought an extension ought to be provided, so 
he offered a military hut for the purpose. How. 
ever, money was obtained to build an extension 
of the existing hut. Lord Kitchener (whose end 
was probably what he would have wished him- 
self, being called away in his full activity) had 
asked him what the Y.M.C.A, was doing in 
Ireland. His answer was that they were doing 


beneficial influence over the soldiers, and provid- 
ing them with comforts they most needed. Lord 
Kitchener said: “From the first the Y.M.C.A. 
gained my confidence, and now I find they have 
earned my admiration and my gratitude.” (Ap- 
plause.) General Friend went on to say that 
the Y.M.C.A. huts were splendid institutions. 
Those who conducted them exerted their per- 
sonal influence to make a warm welcome ithe 
standard; they displayed a broad-minded sym- 
pathy with all the soldier's wants, and with 
generous feeling provided for all who came in. 
The men who came within that influence would 
ass it on to their comrades and families. 
iveryone said of the Y.M.C.A, huts, “ They are 
just what we want.” Probably, concluded 
General Friend, that would be the last time he 


would have the opportunity of assisting on such 
occasions in Ireland, and he tendered the most 
hearty and deep-felt thanks for all the 4ssocia- 
tion had done for officers and troops in Ireland. 

General Lowe moved a vote of thanks to the 
conors of the extension. If they could ‘not 
thank the lady as well as Messrs. Jacob, their 
gratitude was none the less sincere. Not only 
in England, but in France and elsewhere, ‘there 
had been unstinted praise for what the Y.M.C.A. 
had done. 

General Hammond, who seconded the motion, 
observed that the Army and nation were full 
of deep gratitude te the Association for its 
work in bwilding, equipping, and conducting 
those huts. The extension would be appreciated

SETTLEMENT. 


The Morning Poet declares that Mr. 
Asquith, in his speech at Ladybank, is ex- | 
tremely vague and general in his references to 
the Irish negotiations, but one phrase there is 
in his speech which does bear on the subject : 
“ What is desired now is a/provisional “im 
ment.” “The Ulster Unionists, then, are ác- 
cepting a settlement as “ definite” which Mr. 
Asquith calls “ provisional.” The difference, 
as it seems to us, is vital, for the chief a y 
of the Ulster people, and no doubt one of their 
chief motives for agreeing to Mr. teers 
George's terms, is to put an end to the dou 
and uncertainty which hangs over the future 
of their province. They want to be quit of 
this cloud which has damped their enterprise 
and their spirits for years ; they want te know 
where they stand, and to be sure of their 
future. Mr, Asquith speaks of “the folly, 
the more than folly, of contemplating and pre- 
paring for the renewal after the war comes to 
an end, of civil strife.’ If the settlement is 
definite then the Ulster people ¢an give up 
that contemplation and preparation ; they can 
—that is to say, those of them who are not 
fighting the King’s enemies—beat théir swords 
into pruning-hooks; but if the settlement is 
only ‘ provisional ’’ they are still junder the 
cloud, and have no assurance of peace after 
the war. If Mr. Asquith wants the Ulster 
men to give up “ their folly, and more than 
folly,” let him give them a definite promise 
that in no circumstances will they be forced 
under an Irish Government. 


VAGUE PHRASES, 

In the opinion of the Daily Telegraph Mr. 
Asquith’s references to Ireland were of a very 
cautious nature. In the circumstances it 
would be unreasonable to complain .of this, 
for the negotiations undertaken by Mr. Lloyd 
George are still taking place. The Unionists 
of Ulster have pronounced their decision upon 
the proposals laid before them, and it is one 
which does infinite credit to the loyal patriot- 
ism which they have invariably professed dur. 
this controversy. They have consented, with 
many searchings of heart, but the consent has 
been given, and their -word is their bond. 
It now remains to be seen what answer will 
be forthcoming from the other side—first from 
the Nationalist minority of the six counties 
of Ulster, and theh from the Nationalist ma- 
jority of the South and West. There are 
obvious influences at work to defeat the pro- 
posal, and we are not altogether sure whether 
“the two observations”’ of the Prime Minis- 
ter will smooth the path of agreement, or 
merely add another occasion of stumbling. 


WHAT ULSTER THINKS. 


The Prime Minister’s declaration that what 
is desired is a provisional settlement of the 
Irish question created surprise and disappoint- 
ment in Belfast Unionist circles, says the Bel- 
fast correspondent of the Morning Post, 
where it was naturally assumed that the pro- 
posed settlement was to be final and definite, 
so far, at least, as the six counties are con- 
cerned. Local leaders, however, were not dis- 
posed to enter into a detailed criticism of the 
speech until they had received the full report, 
but their first impressions certainly were not 
favourable.

SOLDIER CHARGED WITH 


MURDER. . 

A Genera! Courtmartial assembled at Rich- 
mond Barracks yesterday forthe trial of ime 
Joseph Wyatt, a private in the Sth 
Trigh Lancers, attached to the 6th Reserve 
Regiment of Cavalry, on a charge of having 
murdereq Robert Glaister, an engme-reom 
artificer, in Dublin, on the 28th April. He was 
also charged with having attempted to murder 
Wm. Francis Gray, hotel proprietor, at the 
same time.and place, and in.a nd count 
with having caused him grievous bodily harm. 
The accused pleaded not guilty, and was de- 
fended by Second Lieut, $. P. Coghlan, 
Barrister.at-Law. 

Major E. G. Kimber, D.S.0., conducted the 
case for the prosecution. 

Major-General Lord Cheylesmore, K.C.V.Q., 
presided over a Court of twelve officers. 

Lieut. Norris Goddard, R.N.R., attended on 
behalf of the Nava! authorities. 

Wm. Francis Gray, proprietor of the -Nor- 
thern Hotel, Amiens street, stated that about 
6.50 p.m. on Friday, April 28th, he was seated 
along with some guests at his hotel on a seat 
outside the door. The accnsed was on sentry 
in the immediate vicinity. Mr. Glaister pro- 
poseq to him (witness) that they should strell 
down the street, everything being at the time 
very -quiet. They had not proceeded many 

ces when the. accused chafletieed them to 

alt, which they did. He put his rifle against 
Glaister’s chest. ang fired. Witness thought 
the man was joking, and Glaister pushed the 
weapon aside, with the result that the charge 
went through Glaister’s arm. He fell on his 
knee, but soon recovered himself, and witness 
and the wounded man walked back to the 
hote!. They were going up the steps when the 
sentry fired again, but did not hit either of 
them. They were closing the door when the 
accused again nut his rifle up to Glaister’s 
chest and shot him dead. He also pointed the 
weapon at him (witness), and probably would 
have shot him too, were it not that a waitress 
turned the weapon off The accused entered 
the hotel, and ordered everyone in the house 
to go upstairs. Mrs. Gray took her children, 
and as she was proceeding up the stairs the 
accused fired at her. When he had done this 
the accused said—‘‘ These officers are great 
fellows; but I can show you what a private 
can do. I would do the same to General 
Friend.” The aceuséd was excited, and ap- 
peareq to have had some drink. ‘The accused 
fired five shots altogether—two in the street. 
one that killed Glaister, one at witness 
one at Mrs. Gray. 

Private Smith, 12th Lancers, stated that he 
was on duty about sixty yards from the Nor- 
thern Hotel, and saw the accused fire a shot 
at a naval officer who was standing on the 
steps of the hotel door. He asked the accused 
what the matter was, and he replied that he 
had challenged the man. and that he had re- 
fused to answer: that he (accused) had first 
fired over the man’s head, and then fired at 
b him. He went into the hotel and saw the 
naval officer lving on the floor. 

In reply te Lieut. Coghlan, the witness said 
the orders he had received when going on 
duty was that all doors and windows were te 
be kept closed, and that nobody was to be 
allowed on the streets except these who had 
passes from the Castle. He entered the hotel 
with the accused, but he saw nobody in the 
hotel but the naval officer. The accused gid 
not fire in the hotel. ' 

The President—In your previous statement, 
which you signea, you sald you saw the ac- 
cused fire one round at a woman on the way 
upstairs in the hotel? No, sir, I did not say 
that. I was told that he fired at a woman. 

The President—Your previous statement 
is:—‘‘ The accused appeared very excited, 
but he did not appear to be drunk. He fi 
one round at a woman running upstairs. She 
had two children with her at the time.” Now 
you say that is all incorrect? Yes, sir. 

Lance-Corporal Smedley said he was one of 
the picket in Amiens street. The accused was in 
a very. excited condition, bat quite sober. He 
said that the naval officer defied him. He did 
not say that in his original statement, because 
he was confusea. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Lynch, whose residence is 
next to the hotel, said she saw an altercation 
going on between the sentry and the naval 
officer, and she saw the‘sentry fire at the 
man. 

What happened then? The sentry stood 
behind the naval officer ang struck him on the 
wrist, and said “One, two, three,” and a 
second shot was fired. 

Dig the aécused fire into the hotel? Yes. 

Captain Clarke, R.A.M.C., said he had seen 
the naval officer, and heard him challenged by 
the sentry. Almost immediately he heard a 
shot, and again a second shot. When witness 
looked back he saw the sentry on the steps 
of the hotel. 

Was the man defying the sentry? Yes. He 
was disobeying orders. I saw no one else in 
the street. 

In reply to the President, the witness said 
he had come out of the railway station; he 
made no inquiry as to what happened, and 
walked on not knowing whether the man had 
been shot or not. 

Captain Gaffikin, R.A.M-C., stated that he 
saw the dead body of Glaister ab the hotel. 
Death was caused by a gun shot wound. ‘he 
accused was at the hotel. : 

What condition was he in? He was very 
excited, and-apparently labouring under emo- 
tion. He was sober. He. did not think the 
shot was fire@ at close range as there was no 
mark on deceaséd’s clothes. There had been 
three or four cases in the same area where 
the men had been drunk. 

Capt. E. Bryce Wilson, 5th Royal Irish Rifles, 
who was in command at Amiens street Station, 
said the accused was in his detachment. The 
accused was brought before him by Lance- 
Corporal Smedley, who charged him with hav- 
ing shot a naval man. Witness placed the 
man under arrest and had him brought be- 
fore the senior officer. 

Did you notice his condition? YT did not 
consider he was sober, and I had him examined 
by a doctor. 

Lieut. Coghlan—What did the accused say 
when he was charged’? He-made a rambling 
statement. in the course of which he said that 
he had challenged the man two or three times 
and that he fired at least five times at him. 

The President—Were any orders given with 
regard to shooting? Yes. I am very parti- 
cular about that. I sent word that there was 
to be no shooting, except at snipers inthe dav 
time, unless in very grave circumstances ; and 
especially that there should be no shooting 
against unarmed citizens. lhe accused «tated 
that he took the deceased for a postman. 

This closed the evidence for the prosecution. 

ACCUSED’S VERSION, 

The accused was examined on oath. He 
state@ that it was about 6.30 p.m. whes he 
was standing about fifteen yards from the 
Northern Hotel.

It must be such an honest belief as 
would be entertained: by any reasonable man. 

The Judge Advocate then summed up for 
the Court, and after a brief retirement wns 
President inquired if there was any statement 
to the accused’s character 
Lieutenant Redmond then preduced a state- 
ment showing that the accused had enlisted 
on the 2lst December last, and that he had 
not been previously convictea.

CHARGE AGAINST A FARMER. | 


A general courtmartial assembled yesterday 
afternoon at Richmond Barracks, and began 
the trial of David Kent on a charge of hav- 
ing, on the morning of May 2nd, at Coole 
Lower, near Fermoy, Co. Cork, wilfully 
murdered Head Constable Rowe, of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, while that officer was en- 
gaged in effecting the arrest of Kent on a 
eharge of treason. There was a second 
charge against the accused—namely, that he 
was aiding and abetting an armed rebellion 
against the King. Both charges were 
brought under the Defence of the Realm Act, 
1914. The accused pleaded not guilty. 

Major-General Lord Cheylesmore, K.C.V.O., 
presided. 

Mr. Kenneth 
Advocate. 

Major Kimber, D.S.O. (instructed by Mr. 
Robertson, of the Chief Crown Solicitor’s 
Office), conducted the case for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C., and Mr. J. F. 
Moriarty (instructed by Mr. James J. 
McCabe, Cork) appeared for the accused. 

Major Kimber stated the facts of the case. 
Early in the morning of May 2nd Head Con- 
stable Rowe and a party of police went to 
the houge of the accused, and knocked at 
the door. <A voice from an upper window 
asked, “ Who is there? ” and the head con: 
stable replied, “ Police. Come down and 
open the door.” The voice inside the house 
said. “We will never surrender. We will 
leave some of you dead.” One of the ser- 
geants with the head constable advised him 
to take cover, for they would surely fire 
from the house. ‘The head constable went to 
one side of the yard, where there was a gap 
in the wall, and the sergeant went in another 
direction. Almost immediately a shot was 
fired from the window in the direction where 
the head constable was standing. A shct 
was fired in reply by the police, and another 
shot came from the house, and in the direc- 
tion of Sergeant Caldbeck.. He moved aside, 
and the shot killed the head constable. 

Police Sergeant Samuel Caldbeck gave evi- 
dence as to the occurrence. He said that 
he was one of the police party—four coti- 
stables and two sergeants—who were with 
the head constable at the house of the 
Kents. Four sons—Thomas, William, 
Richard, and David—lived there with ther 
mother. When the head constable knocked 
at the door about a quarter to four o’clock, 
and said the police were there, a voice from 
inside said, ‘“‘ We will never surrender. We 
will leave some of you dead.” Then a shot 
was fired from the lobby window, which wag 
cpen, and witness replied with another shot.

NAVAL AND MILITARY 
INTELLIGENCE. 
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(FROM OUR MILITARY CORRESPONDETT IN IRELAND.) 
The establishment of officers for a cadet battalion 
of 400 cadets has been fixed at one lieutenant- 
colonel, one adjutant, and quartermaster, with 
extra duty pay at 3/- a day (2/- if a quartermaster 
who acts as adjutant), four company commanders, 
with extra dnty pay at 2/- a day, and twelve 
assistant instructors, with extra duty pay. at the 
same rate. A cadet battalion which consists of 500 
or more cadets will be allowed an additional officer 
as quartermaster, with extra duty pay at 2/- a day, 
if not a quartermaster, and also one officer as 
assistant instructor for every additional 25 cadets 
above 400, with extra duty pay at 2/- a day. When 
@ quartermaster is allowed the adjutant will receive 
extra duty pay at 2/- a day. 

It has been decided to convert the present Pioneer 
Dépét into a Pioneer School of Instruction, where 
officers and non-commissioned officers from all reserve 
battalions finding drafts for pioneer battalions will 
undergo a course of instruction in pioneer duties. 

The minimum weekly rating for adult male writers 
and clerks in War Department employment in 
Ireland has been raised to 27/- at Cork, Hantbowline, 
Queenstown, and Spike Island; 26/- at Dublin and 
Belfast; and 23/- at other stations.
